MONTHLY RETROSPECT OF POLITICS. 



JN a recapitulation of the passing 
events ot the month, and a short 
survey of our domestic situation the 
most proijiipent event as more nearly 
affecting our unniedute interest may 
be reckoned the present difficuhies 
in the commercial wnrUl, arising from 
the ntimerovis and extensive faikues, 
which have occurred both in Great 
BrJlam and Ireland, not from any 
local cause, not because by the Union 
two legislaiuies have meiged into one, 
and instead of a st|)ardte pailiament, 
respecting which, while it bad an 
existence, little good, judging from 
their deeds, could be said, we now 
form a portion of the imperial parlia- 
ment, ot which we feel noinchnation 
to speak- in terms of praise ; but these 
oveiluinings in trade have arisen 
from a cause common to every part 
of the empire, and vflncb w ili not 
cease to operate, so long as the pre- 
sent unwise policy is persisted in. — 
All these eviis result from the tvAR. 
But as this part of the subject wilt be 
treated more fully m the Commercial 
l\eport, it IS unntcessaiy _to enter 
more laigely on it in this place. If 
war occasion all the inconveniences, 
the remedy must be sought in fisace. 
It IS a fashionable cant to say 
peace is unattainable, and the ex- 
pression passes fioin one to another 
without exammatior. A war ol fifteen 
3 ears has not given us security, but 
firefy successive year lias increased 
our dangei. Let us try an opposite 
system. The gigantic power of s ranee 
is as greatly to be dreaded lo war, 
as in peace, and there is no tendency 
in vtaitare to reciuit our most vul- 
jierSble part, the stale of out financtsy 
or to restoie the lost eaeigies ot trade, 
which can atone enable ibese countries 
to bear the piesent load ot taxation. 
Let Great Britain abate o( her haughty 
ptetenUons to the d^miuioti of tbe 



seis, and resolve to be just and 
moderate, and a peace might Speedily 
be made. Even aiUtiittiiig doubts of 
its long duration, our situation could 
not be made worie by the experi- 
tnent. At least, suffering humanity 
would have a little respite, and the 
blood and treasuie of our country 
would not for a time be m»avai(ii>gly 
lost m a contest in which nothing n 
gamed, and much is suffered. Peace 
could probably be made on terms 
by no means umeasoiiabie: itnould 
be useful to I^onaparte to consohdaie 
his power ; we equally require its aid 
to restore our energies. In » season of 
peace, our commerce would revive, 
and from this source we should pos- 
sess an ample equivalent lor the in- 
ci eased military power of France, lu 
tiadc she cannot iival us tor many 
years. 

In Ireland additional taxes have been 
laid on, and much murnutr occasion- 
ed. JHow the advo( <)tes lor waf isin 
reasonably complain, is not quite evi- 
dent. So long as war is tanisd on, 
expen-ies will intrea>e, and theie must 
be additional taxation. The clamoruus 
supporters of war sliould bear these 
facts in remembrance, and cease to 
object to taxation, while their oww 
system renders it absolutely neces- 
sary, [f these considerations had due 
weight, perivaps many w ho sit quietly 
at home, atid loudly laise flie war- 
whoop, would abate of their brain- 
less ardour. But pt-rhaps no persons 
are mor^ dissatisfied with the weight 
of taxef, than they wiio are so ai>- 
xiovis to assume an exclusive claino 
to tbe abused and misapplied term 
■of loyalty. These seeming contra- 
dictions arise from the same motive, 
an inordinate selfishness. 'I bey seek 
to draw a gam front a m®no|x>ly of 
speciotts- pretences, but tliey like to 
Save tbeir pockets.
